How to protect 


YOUR THROAT 


AND VOICE

HE body fs “wired for sound"? by 
menns of a complicated and de- 
Nicate little chamber, called the 
larynx and located at the upper end 
of the windptpe or trachea. And 
there !s ood reason for the pam- 
pering it receives because the volce 
can be spoiled by any one of. a 
number of things which cause strain 
or inflammation of the larynx. 


Mere over-use of the voite can 
cause harmful Irritation of the or- 
gan which produces it, leading. to 
unwelcome changes in the voice It- 
self, Infections or over-indulgence 
in alcohol also damnge thig delicate 
Uttle instrument, thus bringing 
about hoarseness or giving a rasp~ 
Ing quality to the voice. 


Acute inflammation of the larynx 
always calls for complete rest of 
the throat. The affected’ person 


| should treat his throat: by cold com- 


presses on the neck and the breath- 
ing in of steam. 

In less severe cnses of inflamma- 
tion of the larynx, !t-is suggested 
that some alkaline spray be used In 
the nose and. that a few drops of 
ephedrine be applicd to the volce- 
box by ineans of a syringe. 

Chronic inflammation of the 


_| larynx_oceurs. only when the volce 


is used constantly, as by school 
teachers, vendors, and sport fans. 
Noisy Surroundings 

Talking in noisy surroundings, 
especially in the outdoors, puts a 
great strain on the voilee. Excessive 
drinking and smoking also are in- 
jurious, alcohol causing a dilation 
or swelling of the blood vessels in 
the larynx, . 


Infected tonsils may be a cause 
for recurrent. inflammation of .the 
larynx ‘or voice-box. In such cases, 
removal of the tonsils may be ad- 
vised. 1°. Z 


In some cases frritatlon may be 
due to the dripping of . infected 
material from the back part of the 
nose Snto the throat. Hence, wher 
such irritation occurs, a careful 
study of the nosal sinuses is advised, 


Vocal Cords 


Sometimes litle swellings develop 
on the voeal cords. These are known 
as singers’ nodules, and they are 
made up of sear tissuc. In practi- 
cally all instances they are caused 
by straining: of the voice. Now and 
then such nodules have been re- 
moved surgically; however, this {n- 
volves some risk to the perfect 
clarity of tone required of singers. 
The best procedure seems to be at 


least three months’ rest of the voice 


and the avoidance of strain there- 
after, 


Of course, there are some serious 
disorders responsible for continucd 
hoarseness, such as tumours, tuber- 
culosis,:or -syphilla-. of the larynx. 
Hence, continued. hoarséness calls 
for thorough study by the physician 
using ‘a laryngoscopo which makes 
it possible for. the doctor to look 
directly into the lgrynx, % oo

Aug. 30.—A special decree of the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet, gave every Russian 
citizen today the right to build and own a home. 

At the same time, a decree of the Counci! of Ministers 
of the USSR ordered Municipal and Rural Governments - 
“to make available to citizens desiring to construct their. 
own homes land plots in external use.” 


The one problem which has to 
be solved now 1s how to get the 
house built. There mre no con- 
tractors to whom the Soviet citizen 
enn turn, since private enterprise on 
an individual basis is illegal in this 
Socialist state. : 


There is going to be severnl ways 
of getting homes built, of course. 


THE PROSPECTS

1—The citizen can bulld | the 
house himself, getting help from 
private Individuals — carpenters, 
bricklayers, plumbers—and — pur- 
chasing Uhe necessary materials 
from stnte retnil outlets.
